DISPENSARIES. 

There  has  been  no  chaiigo  in  the  arrangements  made  for  the  dispensary 
....supervision  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 

Two  hundred  and  twenty-four  new  cases  were  seen  at  the  five  Dispensaries 
in  the  County  during  the  year,  88  of  whom  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis. 
In  the  previous  year,  the  figures  'were  163  and  95  respectively. 

The  number  of  contacts  examined  was  82,  In  throe  cases,  a diagnosis 
of  tuberculosis  was  established,  whilst  the  remaining  79  patients  were  found  to  be 
free  from  the  disease.
